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(c)  PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS  AND  GENERAL

The  Urban  District  is  situate  on  the  North  bank  of 
the  River  Tyne  and  is  undulating  in  character  varying 
from  approximately  sea  level  to  between  400  and  500  feet 
above  ordnance  datum. 

The  district  is  bisected  by  the  main  Carlisle-Newcastle 
road,  constructed  on  the  site  of  the  Roman  Wall  of  Hadrian.

Laboratory  facilities  are  provided  at  the  Laboratory  of 
the  Northumberland  County  Council  in  High  St.,  Newburn. 
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Ambulance  Facilities. 


The  Council  possess  an  up-to-date  ambulance  housed 
at  the  Fire  Station. 

It  is  available  to  bona-fide  residents  in  the  Newburn 
Urban  District  at  any  time  throughout  the  day  or  night 
for  the  removal  home  or  to  any  Medical  Institution  in 
Newcastle,  or  other  similar  institution  within  a  radius  of 
six  miles  from  the  Fire  Station,  Newburn,  of  any  case  of 
accident  or  sudden  illness  occurring  in  any  street  or  public 
place  within  the  Urban  District  of  Newburn  at  a  charge  of 
i/—  per  return  journey. 

The  Council  has  decided  to  allow  the  use  of  the  Ambulance 
for  the  removal  of  accident  cases  from  factories,  workshops, 
collieries,  etc.,  and  private  cases  of  illness  of  a  non-inf ectious 
nature  to  and  from  institutions,  residences,  and  stations 
conditional  upon  the  demands  of  the  service  permitting  the 
use  of  the  Ambulance  for  such  purposes  : — 

For  removal  to  or  from  any  address  within  the  Urban 
District  Boundary  or  to  or  from  any  address  within 
the  Urban  District  Boundary  and  any  Medical  Insti¬ 
tution  within  the  City  of  Newcastle,  or  other  similar 
institution  within  a  radius  of  six  miles  from  the  Fire 
Station,  Newburn,  at  a  charge  of  i /-  per  return  journey 
in  the  case  of  bona-fide  residents  in  the  Newburn 
Urban  District. 

For  removal  beyond  the  Urban  District  Boundary,  other 
than  specified  above,  and  cases  of  non-residents  of 
the  area,  a  special  charge  of  2/6  for  leaving  the  district 
and  9d.  per  mile  for  the  whole  of  the  distance  traversed 
from  leaving  the  Ambulance  Station  to  returning 
thereto. 

Where  any  hardship  is  likely  to  be  caused  by  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  fee,  it  is  remitted  by  the  Committee  after  con¬ 
sideration. 

During  the  year  1,790  cases  were  removed.

(i)  RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919 

Continual  efforts  have  been  made  to  deal  with  nuisances 
arising  from  rats,  and  informal  action  has  taken  place 
under  the  above  Act. 

The  services  of  a  Ratcatcher  were  again  retained  by  the 
Council  for  the  year,  and  his  duties  include  the  regular  and 
periodical  inspection  of  the  refuse  tips  used  by  the  Council, 
and  other  Council  property.  During  the  year  764  rats  have 
been  killed  and  5890  Baits  were  laid.

Classes  for  Stokers  were  held  at  Rutherford  College, 
Newcastle,  during  the  year  and  the  attention  of  the  firms 
in  the  area  was  drawn  to  the  course  of  lectures  and  demon¬ 
strations. 
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(k)  OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  trade  of  tripe  boiling  as  carried  on  at  the  several 
slaughterhouses  is  supervised  in  conjunction  with  the 
routine  visits  thereto,  and  is  generally  satisfactory.  The 
trades  are  governed  by  Byelaws,  and  the  trade  of  fish  fryer 
and  rag  and  bone  dealer  have  been  added  to  the  statutory 
list  of  offensive  trades.  There  are  in  the  district  four 
tripe  boilers  and  twelve  fish  fryers,  all  of  whom  conduct 
their  business  in  a  satisfactory  manner  and  have  been 
subject  to  periodical  inspection.

(a)  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Milk. 

The  bacteriological  examination  of  milk  which  was 
commenced  in  1927  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year 
Four  samples  are  taken  annually  from  each  supply  and 
are  examined  for  total  bacterial  and  bacillus  coli  content, 
and  two  samples  examined  annually  for  the  presence 
of  tubercle  bacilli.  Additional  check  samples  are  taken  as 
and  when  required.

During  the  year  the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test 
was  adopted  in  place  of  the  Total  Bacterial  Count  Examin¬ 
ation.  To  satisfy  the  prescribed  Methylene  Blue  Reduction 
Test  the  sample  must  not  decolourise  Methylene  Blue  within 
4!  hours  if  the  sample  is  taken  at  any  time  from  the  1st 
May  to  the  31st  October  ;  or  within  5J  hours  if  the  sample 
is  taken  at  any  time  from  the  1st  November  to  the  30th 
April. 

Of  the  54  samples  produced  in  the  district  34  or  63% 
were  satisfactory. 

Of  the  38  samples  produced  outside  the  district  23  or 
60%  were  satisfactory.

The  standard  adopted  is  that  the  milk  must  not  con¬ 
tain  coliform  bacillus  in  one-hundredth  millilitre. 

Of  the  54  samples  produced  in  the  district,  43  or  79 
per  cent,  were  satisfactory. 

Of  the  38  samples  produced  outside  the  area,  26  or 
68  per  cent,  were  satisfactory. 

To  summarise,  of  92  samples  examined  for  coliform 
bacilli,  69  or  75%  were  satisfactory.
